Every Captain and Lieutenant was or- 
dered to report at headquarters during the 
afternoon, and when they appeared were 
told to put every available officer that was 
not absolutely needed for patrol duty into 
citizens’ clothes and make a thorough over- 
hauling of theirdistricts. Sixteen detectives 
from the Central Station were detailed on 
the case in the morning im charge of Sergt.

A CURIOUS COINCIDENCE. 

The most peculiar experience in connection 
with the murder, and one which is at least 
a remarkable coincidence, fell to the lot of 
the night police reporters from the various 
morning papers who were whiling away the 
early hours of the morning in their room in 
the City-Hall.

One person outside of the house has been 
discovered who admits having heard the 
shots. This was Mr. Worth, proprietor of 
the Hotel Worth, on the same side of the 
avenue, afew doors distant. He, however, 
made up his mind that the noise was caused 
by the cracking of window-glass in the cold.

THE SNELL ROBBERY OF 1867. 


A Crime of Twenty Years Ago Kecalled by 
the Tragedy. 

A few days ago Mr. Snell, in conversation 
with a party of friends, referred to the rob- 
bery of his home in Jefferson, which occurred 
in 1867. He said one of the men who were 
found guilty of the offense and served a term 
in the penitentiary therefor had declared he 
would kill Mr. Snell if he lived through his 
imprisonment. “He is out now,” said Mr. 
Snell, “and I must watch out for myself.” 


The robbery in question was committed by 
John and Jerry Gorman, Ben Sabins, and 
another man. The deed was planned in 
George Eager’s saloon, on Clark street, near 
Van Buren, and one John Lawrence, a hack- 
man, drove the party from Eager’s saloon to 
the Snell mansion in Jefferson. John Gorman 
was intoxicated, and in company with Law- 
rence remained in the hack, while the others 
of the band entered the house. The family 
was terrified with pistols, and the men, who 
were masked, ransacked the house, obtaining 
something less than $2,000 in money. Mr. 
Snell was at this time wood agent ot the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Railroad. The thieves 
were all arrested and the hackman, Law- 
rence, turned State’s evidence. John Gor- 
man was sent to Joliet for five or ten years, 
and the others received lesser terms. F. H. 
Kales, & prominent attorney, since deceased, 
recognized John Gorman as the man who had 
a month or two before garroted him, and John 
received an additional “ tenner’ for this of- 


,fense. He served a part of his time, and be- 


ing pardoned made up his mind to lead a bet- 
ter life. He was for some years an assistant 
engineer of the New York Herald Building 
under Ed McDonald, and is now the head of 
a machinery establishment in a Western city. 
He can be produced without any trouble, and 
there is absoiutely nothing to connect him 
with the murder. Ben Sabins was, at last 
accounts, a saloonkeeper at Buffalo, and Jerry 
Gorman, until recently, was working at 
his trade, brass finishing, in one of the 
1 t establishments in Chicago. 

iam Pinkerton said that his agency had 
not been en and that he had made no 
investigation of the case, but trom what he 
heard he had no doubt but that experts had 
done the work. He recalled the famous 
Snell robbery” of 1867, and said that it was 
foolishness to connect any of the people who 
served time for that job with this one. 
Sabins was keeping a saloon in the East, he 
suid, and neither of the Gormans was within 
a thousand miles of Chicago. 

OTHER MURDER MYSTERIES, 

The case most resembling the Snell mvs- 
tery in many features was the killing of 
Mr. Hensley in his home on De Kalb street 
early the morning of Nov. 18, 1870. He was 
awakened’ by some noise made by thieves,

The burglar — in his 
Stocking feet and left a shoe and revolver 
behind. Through these the crime was 
after months of work, to Jack Keenan, who 
was tried on the charge, 80 
made out that he was senteti 
On a new trial he escaped the rope, 
given @ life sentence at Joliet, and is now 
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1844 he married Miss Henrietta Sedam, who 
survives him. The young couple immediately 
moved to Cincinnati, but remained in that 
city less than a year, making their way to 
Milwaukee. Here Mr. Snell managed to ac- 
cumulate a few hundred dollars, and, becom- 
ing dissatisiied, removed to Schaumberg. 
Cook County. Here he became the prop 
of a. small 8 or roadside inn. Mr. Snell 
bell-boy, porter, and hostier as 
well, and in years never wearied 
of relating his experiences as a bons 
face. The inn was a great resort for 
traveling men. He gathered several thou- 
sand dollars, and, after two or three years, 
concluding he had enough of hotel-keeping, 
went to the Town of Jefferson, where he es- 
tablished himself in a country store. Mr. 
Snell was a thrifty as well as a popular man, 
and Snell's store was headquarters for pretty 
much every body. He made money rapidly 
and invested his savings in Jefferson real 
estate. In some way or other Mr. Snell 3 
came uainted with the officials of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad. and long 
before the war was interested in contracts 
for supplying the corporation with wood. 
His ner was an old-time Chi a named 
Clark Lipe, and the firmof Snell & Lipe fair- 
ly comed money. ‘timber land was pur- 
chased and the wood cut and sold to the 
railroad company. The und was readi- 
ly purchased by settlers. . Snell's income 
increased very rapidly year after year, and 
after he had 7 — pretty much all of the 
availabie land in Jefferson he turned his at- 
tention to Chicago realty. 
» The robbery of Mr. Snell's house in Jeffer- 
son in 1867 or thereabouts, more than any- 
thing else, caused him to move into the city. 
He Was at this time worth a half million dol- 
lars, or even more, and desired a fine home 
in which to live. An architect named Brooks 
made the plans for the residence, and im 1868 
Mr. Snell moved into the house, wherein he 
was murdered night before last. He pur- 
chased block after block of real estate on the 
West Side, Washington boulevard, Randolph, 
Ann, Loomis, Sheldon, Bisho p court—in fact, 
nearly every prominent residence street qn 
the West Division was considered desirable, 
and Mr. Snell bought freely. He spent 
all his leisure time in studying plans 
for the development of estate. 
A vacant lot was an eyesore to him, and 
nothing but productive property met with 
his approval. He was a sbrewd purchaser 
and builder, too, and knew as well as any 
man in Chicago the best way by which to 
derive the most money from a piece of real 


estate. 

Some years ago Mr. Snell conveyed to his 
wife about haif a million dollars’ worth of 
improved rea’ estate. ‘The gift did not ap- 

to diminisn his income to any apprecia- 
le extent. Mr. Snell loved real estate. 
Grain, stocks, and futures had no attrac- 
tions for him. Clark Lipe, his old partner, 
was lured into speculation and lost his 
fortune, but Mr. Snell dealt in earth, which 
could neither take wings unto itself nor 
be stolen. He did own some rait 
road securities, but that wus years ago, 
and the bonds were sold and the proceeds 
invested in West Side realty. Of late yeurs 
Mr. Snell loaned a great deal of money se- 
cured by mor His income. was by no 
means derived exclusively from rentals. 
Some years ago he purchased the famous 
toll road in Jefferson, now bearing his name. 
This investment was very lucrative, yielding 
an enormous revenue. The income rolled in 
heavier and more rapidiy than Mr. Snell 
could make reinvestments, and he bought 
real estate and loaned money on every good 
opportunity that presented itself. 

he did not know how much he was really 
worth. He had neither time nor inclination 
to estimate his wealth. A. J. Stone, Mr. 
Snell’s son-in-law, collected the rents of the 


West and North Side properties, but the bal- 


ance of the estate was managed by 
its owner. He owned between 400 and 500 
dwelli housés in Chi alone. None 
rented for less than 9 or a month, and 
the majority brought from $55 to 80. Mr. 
Stone ows the extent of the realty in 
Chicago, and could give some idea of the 
value thereof, but Mr. Snell kept his busi- 
ness matters to himself and never gave any 
intimations as to his properties. 6 was a 
very secretive man, and when inte ted 
as to the value of his investmentsj in bly 
replied, ‘‘I don’t know what I am worth.“ 
Mr. Snell was a at admirer of the Rev. 
H. W. Thomas and contributed liberally to 
the support of the People’s Church for the last 
six or seven years. Dr. Thomas spent yester- 
day afternoon at the Snell mansion, and 
was deeply affected. He spoke in 
glowing terms of Mr. Snell’s generosity and 
said the world would never knowof the 
countless acts of charity unostentatiously 
bestowed by the gentieman. Mr. Snell occa- 
sionally took a lively interest in politics. 
He was a Republican, and from time to time 
made himse:f felt at primaries and in con- 
ventions. He was firm in his friendship and 
could, if need be, wield a great deal of power 
in the old Eleventh and Twelfth Wards. He 
leaves a widow, three daughters, and a son, 
Albert J. Snell. The daughters are Mrs. 
Grace n, Mrs. W. S. McCrea, and Mrs. A. 
J. Stone. The estate will probably a 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. In fact, it 
may exceed even the latter figure. Noone 
appears to know whether or not Mr. Snell 
made a will. The appointment of an admin- 
istrator will. however, bring to the surface a 
at deal of information upon these and 
ndred topics.

Much Indignation Expressed by Mr. Snell’s 
Neighbors and Friends, 

The murder of Mr. Snell seems to be the 
logical climax of the series of bold and in 
many cases desperate burglaries which have 
been committed in the vicinity of Union Park 
during the last two or three months. Night 
after night the peaceful dwellers on Ashiand 
avenue, Washington boulevard, Monroe, 
Adams, and Jackson streets, and the cross 
streets in the immediate neighborhood have 
been invaded by the sneak-thief, the porch- 


climber,’’ and the burglar, and thousands of 
dollars’ worth of jewelry, siiver plate, 
and expensive wardrobe have been 
** looted ’ to swell the wealth of 
“fencing ’’ pawnbrokers in this and other 
cities. These visitations the people 
have through force of circumstances meas- 
urably submitted to.

TRIED TO WORK THE VAULT. 


Unsuccessful Attempt to Get at Broker 
f Henrotin's Vaiuables. 


The alarming number of desperate burg- 


laries in the city has caused a grave feeling 
of uneasiness among business-men, who are 
compelied to trust to their supposed burglar- 
proof safes for custody of valuables during 
the night, and as a consequence instances of 
unsuccessful attempts, which for reasons of 
policy have been kept quiet, are one by one 
being made public.

The Difference Between De Camp and Har-

‘Crncinnati, O., Feb. 8.—[Special.|—John 
R. De Camp occupies almost the same rela- 
tions to the Metropolitan Bank that E. L. 
Harper did to the Fidelity. De Camp specu- 
lated in land and Harper im wheat. They 
both stood high in the community, and, 
while De Camp is not an active church mem- 
ber, all his family connections are distin- 
guished Methodists. Much sympathy is ex- 


President of the bank, but no ome has 
anything to say about De Camp, who 
has always held his head very high and 
was very patronizing 
to everybody except 
bank officials. It was 
rumored last night 
and confirmed this 
morning that Mr. 
De Camp’s bondsme” 
had decided to sur 
render him to the 
Government.

It was stated this morning that warrants 
had been sworn out for the arrest of A. C. 
Edwards, cashier, Frank M. Reigel, assist- 
ant cashier, and George K. Duckworth, di- 
rector of the Metropolitan Bank. The war- 
rants were not served. The grand jury, 
which is now in session, will consider the 
cases of the Metropolitan officials and itis 
expected will return indictments against five 
or six of them. The cashier, Mr. Edward 
is said to have anticipated the collapse an 
obtained from the directors a statement ex- 
onerating him of all blame in connection 
with the failure. Frank M. Reigel, assistant 
cashier, is a very prominent man, about 32 
years of age, who has been conspicuous in 
organizing building associations, a aozen of 
which lost various amounts in the bank.

About two weeks ago Brown told me his 
wife was sick; that she had a bad 
cough, and he wanted to know if 
I could give her something for it. 
1 said yes, and sold him a 
bottle of my cough medicine.

Prison Officials Visit the Joliet Peniten- 
tlary to Investigate a New System.

He said 
that the child been examined and 
watched closely since the society took charge 
of her. and the result of their labors was 
that she had proved herself a lovable child. 
Superintendent Jenkins was op to hos- 
pitals, as they made children machines. He 
belleved that the alleged confession of little 
May was put in her mouth. He further 
believed her purely innocent. Coroner Nu- 
gent, in charging the jury. said that there 
was no evidence to incriminate the child, 
May Wilson, and directed them to uit her. 
Without leaving their seats the jury re- 
turned a verdict that Mary Donnelly came to 
her death from suffocation by smoke, and 
that the fire was originated by unknown 

rsons. Little May was taken back to the 

ome of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, where she will remain 
at least for the present and until the court 
decides what disposition shall be made of 
her peculiar case.

THE SNELL MURDER. 

An old man rose during the early morning 
of yesterday to defend his property from burg- 
lars and was shot down. He was not found 
until morning. The murderers made good 
their escape, unseen by any one. The serv- 
ants in the house heard the report of the pis- 
tol and an exclamation by their master, but 
were too frightened to make any investiga- 
tion or raise an alarm. The coachman who 
slept in the barn was not aware of the mur- 
der until he found the dead body of his mas- 
ter lying in the hall in the morning. The 
murder is surrounded by a mystery which it 
will tax the skill of the police to dissipate. 

The details of the tragedy are as yet too 
little known to afford a well-defined theory 
as to how it occurred. That it was the work 
of burglars is shown by the aperture made in 
the kitchen door for the purpose of spring-

police have any clews to them. Whoever 
committed the crime reckoned on doing it 
with impunity, and reckoned rightly. 

It is furthermore evident, or at least cir- 
cumstances have that look, that the men com- 


| matting the crime were more or less ac- 


quainted with the premises, with the fact 
that Mr. Snell had much of his personal prop- 
erty in the house as well as its where- 
abouts, and that he was alone, so far as any 
protection was concerned. 

There are one or two hints which this 
murder suggests worthy of consideration by 
men of property. The first is the danger of 
keeping any large amount of money or se- 
curities in the house, thereby offering a 
temptation to thieves; and the second is the 
folly of confronting burglars with all the ad- 
vantage on their side. Mr. Snell was a man 
of stalwart physique, notwithstanding his 
age, and nervy and plucky, but he has paid 
the cost of the encounter which is nearly 
always paid. It is rare that a burglar is killed 
in the midst of his depredations. He has the 
advantage firstin being wideawake and on 
the alert as well as thoroughly prepared 
to meet resistance, even to the point of mur- 
der. Otherwise he would not take the 
risks of his crime. No man _  enter- 
ing a house in the night knows exact- 
ly what he will encounter. The first 
impulse of a person suddenly awakened by 
hearing thieves on his premises if he gets 
up is to strike a light and venture out, thus 
making himself a prominent mark for the 
burglar in case he is cornered or liable to 
be caught by others aroused by the alarm, 
while the thief is in the dark and able to 
take advantage of it. In this case there 
was a light in the parlor and the thieves 
were armed and two to one. Generally, 
however, the citizen who has courage 
enough to confront a burglar and defend 
his property would meet him on more 
than equal terms if he went outin the dark 
quietly, as he knows the house better than 
its invader. 

Under such circumstances the least that 
citizens can expect is police protection to 
the largest possible extent. The citizens of 
the West Division in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the scene of the murder are 
justified in the complaint that they have 
not been protected and that their reports 
to police headquarters have not met 
with the consideration due to them. 
Within the last four weeks between 
forty and fifty burglaries have been com- 
mitted within a radius of half a mile from 
the intersection of Adams street with Ash- 
land avenue. The burglars have had things 
all their own way, and have worked on the 
plan of robbing in detail all the residents in 
that wealthy neighborhood who were worthy 
of their attention. It is presumed that most 
of the robberies were reported to tne police, 
but without avail. Not one of the burgiars 
has been sighted by an officer, so far as 
known, much less captured. The thieves 
adopted the simple precaution of waiting till 
the night squad left their beats, and then 
worked fearless of detection. It seems not 
to have occurred to the police authorities to 
change the plan by placing a few good men 
to watch the district in question after the 
patrolmen have left.

TWO-CENT RAILROAD FARES IX IOWA. 

The protests of the railroad managers 
against the proposed reduction of passenger 
fares in Iowa to two cents a mile are as fa- 
miliar as a thrice-told tale. It is the same 
old story of predicted ruin, bankruptey, poor 
rolling-stock, unsafe roadbeds, ana comfort- 
less traveling. From the time of the Granger 
agitation, fifteen years ago, the railroad man- 
agers have invariably wailed loudly over 
prospective ruin whenever a reduction of 
rates was proposed, and their course now in 
Iowa is only a part of the policy always pur- 
sued in humbugging. cajoling, or outwitting 
a legislative assembly or committee. Within 
six months the same program has been gone 
through in Illinois. Last summer, when a cut 
in Iilinois freiguts was proposed and urged 
on the Railroad Commission, the railroad 
managers rushed to Springfield and declared 
with one voice that the reduction, if made, 
would bankrupt every road in the State. Hum- 
bugging the commission with these sophis- 
tical, insincere claims they succeeded in 
averting the reduction for a time, but a little 
later the railroad managers, under the stress 
‘of competition and in the effort to savé their 
business, voluntarily lowered their Illinois 
rates and adopted the schedules which they 
had pronounced ruinous less than sixty days 
before. 

Une of the great Western roads now clam- 
oring loudly against the two-cent passenger 
rate in lowa has a consistent record in its 
method of opposing any reduction of rates. 
Fifteen years ago, when a schedule of maxi- 
mum rates was first proposed in Illinois, the 
President of this corporation appeared before 
a committee and declared that if the proposed 
rates were applied to nis line the railroad 
“property from that time out would be ren- 
“dered valueless absolutely and certainly.“ 
Nevertheless, the rates were adopted 
and a short time afterwards were re- 
duced 30 per cent below the level which 
the railroad President declared “ ruinous.” 
At the time of the change the stock of the 
corporation sold at 9%, whereas it now com- 
mands 137, and the company claims to pos- 
sess one of the finest double-track steel 
railroads in the world.” In all likelihood the 
corporation would be still further e e 
by another reduction of rates and ®onse- 
quent enlargement of its volume of business. 
At any rate, it is time the Western railroads 
were content with something like the same 
percentage of gain made by other great inter- 
ests in the cominunity. 

The passage of the Inter-State Commerce 
act saved the railroads hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars by cutting off passes, and it 
was. supposed the roads would share this ad- 
vantage with the public by reducing rates. 
On the contrary, they have allowed the pub- 


* lic nothing, and wherever possible have tried 


to push up charges. They witharew the two- 
cént rate allowed commercial travelers, and 
only restored it when they found they were 
discouraging business and making less money 
at the high than at the lower rate. 

It is time that railroad commissions and 


Legislatures that pretend in any sense to 


represent the public should resent the rail- 
road managers’ practice of seizing the bene- 
fits awarded them by legisiation and allow- 
ing the people no.advagtage Whatever. A 
stop should be put to the practice of demand- 
ing high profits on a low volume of business 
and charging all the traffic will bear.“ 

The claim that the Illinois and Iowa roads 
cannot afford to make a two-cent passenger 
rate is all sham and pretense. Even in 
Georgia, where the railroads run through 
thinly-populated districts, fares have becn 
reduced from five to two cents a mile, and a 
large increase in traffic, with a probable con- 
sequent increase in earnings, has resultea. 
It is nonsensical to say the great Northwest- 
ern lines cannot afford the same rate. They 
traverse a rich, thickly-populated territory, 
and they could expand the volume of passen- 
ger traffic immensely by a low favoring rate. 
Such a policy, of course, would be opposed to 
the rule of “charging all the traffic will 
bear,“ but the railroads should abandon that 
axiom of extortion, and with the necessary 
legisiative assistance adopt instead the sound 
business doctrine of “smali profits anda 
large volume of business.“ 


THE OMENS OF PEACE. 

When the rich corn of great parliamentary 
speeches has been garnered the aftermath 
is always abundant. Out of his solitude, out 
of his library, Prince Bismarck has como to 
decide the fate of a continent by a word; and, 
in speaking that word, so much of political 
wisdom has fallen from his lips as may feed 
the contemplative mind long after the pur- 
pose of the speech has been accomplished. 
Its purpose, as Tue Trisune has stated, is 
mainly an exhortation to Germans to trust in 
God and keep their powder dry. Aside from 
this, however, it is a running commentary on 
European politics, a picturesque view of 
many foreign lands, and an analysis of the 
Chancellor’s personal sentiments. No speech 
fuller of suggestive thought has been ut- 
tered in our generation. 

“When we undertake war,” says Prince 
Bismarck, it must be a people's war,” and 
nothing could mark more clearly than this 
utterance the growth of the German democ- 
racy. The German people have never yet 
been consulted about war. They had no 
heart in the fight with their Austrian kin- 
dred; they felt no throb of National satis- 
faction when they poured their sheljs into 
Strasburg and camped before starving 
Paris. What were Alsace and Lorraine to 
the German people? What did they care for 
the ambitions of Louis Napoleon? They 
fought because Bismarck bade them fight, 
and when the fighting was, done, and the 
old notched sabres were hung once more at 
the chimney-corner, the German people would 
have found it hard to say what they had been 
fighting for. 

If, then, as Prince Bismarck says, the next 
German war will be a people’s war, it will 
not come to pass within our time. The Ger- 
man people are absolutely indifferent to the 
fate of Bulgaria and would not feel a qualm 
if it was wiped altogether off the map of Eu- 
rope. They know nothing about the Eastern 
question, and cannot consider it their pusi- 
ness to aid in hauling down the Green Flag 
of the Prophet from the minarets of Con- 
stantinople. If England and Russia want to 
fight for the key to India the German peo- 
ple see no reason for interfering in the dis- 
pute. In short, they want to be let alone 
and to let their neighbors alone; and the con- 
tentions of the various Cabinets of Europe 
seem to them as frivolous and purposeless as 
the wrangling of the Schoolmen in the mid- 
die ages. That is the strongest omen of 
peace, 

Another omen is the foreign policy of Rus- 
sia. Nihifism is still the dominant power at 
St. Petersburg. There is Nihilism at court, 
Nihilism in camp, Nihilism among the peas- 
ants, Nihilism in the Baltic provinces, Nihil- 
ism even in the Siberian wilds. Every step 
which the Czar and his advisers take is 


g to appease or eonciliate the 12 


over the country. They are the great mass 
of the Russian the students, the 


clergy, the soldiery, the farmers. They are 


the men who make revolutions in every 
growing country, who protest against des- 
potism, who demand representation in the 
Government. They are no longer Czar- 
killers—they are a nation in arms. 

A great Russian war would have no other 
purpose than to calm this popular discontent. 
Does anybody suppose that Russia would 
march over the arid steppes of Turkistan, 
would waste good blood in skirmishes with the 


wild horsemen of the plains, would plant. 


herself atthe gates of Candahar and defy 
England to remove her, if she had no other 
object save one of conquest? Does anybody 
imagine that Russia would establish her colo- 
nies on the Chinese frontiers at Kashgar, 
would send her pioneers to cross the Blue 
Mountains of Thibet, would steer her steam- 
ers down the River of Golden Sand, if she 
had no other purpose save one of exploration? 
Can anybody conceive that Russia would 
mass her troops on the German and Austrian 
frontiers if she merely wantea to make her 
voice heard in a future congress? 
steps have been taken to restrain the Rus- 
sian people from revolution. Prince Bis- 
marck understands their meaning, and 
knows it to be harmless. 

And the last omen of peace is the impo- 
tence of France. The election of Carnot was 
the triumph of timid conservatism, and, de- 
spite the mob which shouts for him in Paris, 
Boulanger’s popularity has been in 
the provinces and the cry of revenge has been 
growing daily fainter. For the moment the 
President is chiefly concerned in organizing 


littie tea-parties at the Elysée; and Paris is 


busy with its novels, its nudities, and its 
speculation in wildcat copper mines. Prince 
Bismarck holds his extinguisher over the 
firebrand of Europe, and there seems to be 
no immediate danger that France will set the 
Continent in a blaze. 
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THE JOKE ON KING JA JA. 

Between the equator and the Kong Mount- 
ains lies alittle kingdom where droops the 
heavy-blossomed bower, hangs the heavy- 
fruited tree. There slides the bird o’er lus- 
trous woodland, swings the trailer from the 
crag; and there, until recently, had not been 
seen the British traders nor a European flag. 
There ruled King Ja Ja. There, with larger 
constellations burning, mellow moons and 
happy skies, he could dive and he could run; 
eatch the wild goat by the hair and hurl his 
lances in the sun. 

One day a company of traders came in 
from the Gold Coast. They wanted palm 
oil. King Ja Ja had it to sell. In fact, it 
was the chief commodity of his kingdom. 
The traders proposed a treaty; all for his 
good. Heagreed. They fixed the conditions 
upon which the trading in palm oil should be 
carried on. He assented. One day business 
on the Gold Coast had fallen slack. Paint oil 
interested the treaty-makers more and more, 
it was valuable to sell to ail the ships that 
touched atthe South African ports.

They put tim in irons and sent him off to 
Accra, a State prisoner, When the Consul at 
the Cameroons was asked toexplain the mat- 
ter, he said with a smile: It is only a joke 
on King Ja Ja. He was troublesome and we 
had to get rid of him. We allow him all the 
palm oil he wants to use or to sell at our best 
figures. He is under our protection.“ 

It is perliaps because King Ja Ja is a dusky 
savage that be cannot appreciate the joke of 
the Palm Oil Trust. As the poet relates, he 
was accustomed to whistle back the parrot’s 
call, and leap the rainbows of the brooks; 
„not with blinded eyesight poring over mis- 
erable books It requires the other person- 
age in Locksley Hall to understand the beau- 
ties of protection when exercised under a 
trust. The heir of ail the ages, in the fore- 
most fiies of time, is better able to take at 
the figures agreed to by the trusts anything 
they have to sell and to enjoy their protec- 
tion without protest. 
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JUDGE PRENDERGAST AND MAJOR HAND- 
BURY. 

Secrecy is indispensable to the political 
maneuvering of Judge Prendergast. It was 
shown that prior to his election he sought ad- 
mission to a secret meeting of the Catholic 
clergy at the house of the Archbishop, called 
for purely diocesan purposes, ‘and tried to in- 
flame the entire body against their Protestant 
fellow-citizens. It has been shown that he 
is accustomed to secret meetings with the 
trafficking labor politicians. It is now an 
open secret that he has tricked the Republic. 
ans outof their legitimate and legal repre- 
sentation on the ward election boards. His 
latest secret move was to make an address 
before a private meeting of the Board of 
Trade in relation to an impracticable scheme 
for connecting the Mississippi with the lakes. 

Taking advantage of his presumed seclu- 
sion and security, he made a number of gross 
misstatements. Knowing the character of 
the politician, Maj. Handbury of the United 
States Engineer Corps, on learning of Judge 
Prendergast’s purpose, procured admission 
tothe meeting. He caught the Judge de. 
claring that the Government had expended 
$300,000 on the Calumet River and nothing on 
the Harbor of Chicago; whereas the well- 
known truth is that more than $1,000,000 has 
been expended on the Chicago Harbor and 
not a cent on the Calumet River. In seven- 
teen years a total of $300,000 has been ex- 
pended on deepening the Calumet Harbor. 
Judge Prendergast also alleged that the Gov- 
ernment was buying land along the Calumet 
River for speculative purposes, and implied 
that there was fraudulent collusion between 
the Government and the owners of 
Calumet River lands. Maj. Handbury 
showed that the Government has never pur- 
chased a foot of land in that regioh, and that 
Judge Prendergast’s averment that the Dis- 
trict Attorney was preparing deeds covering 
the allegea purchases was a fabrication. 

There has been ail the time in eonnection 
with the political pother _over visionary 
artificial waterways a demagogism peculiarly 
suited to the mental makeup of Judge Pren- 
dergast, and he has thus far been permitted 
to go his way unchecked—men of genuine 
ability for such enterprises and of disinter- 
ested motives not caring to be involved in 
schemes of questionable repute and useless 
discussion. Maj. Handbury has delivered a 
blow upon the sawdust scientific pretensions 
of Judge Prendergast from which that petty 
politician will not recover. He was caught 
fairly in his favorit environment of a secret 
meeting. He knew that there was not likely 
to be a Board of Trade member capable of 
exposing his false figures. He calculated on 
making a fine impression as an able and 
practical man upon a set of busy men whose 
good opinion he would like to get. Entrapped 
in his own lure, he can now return to the 
congenial pastime of Political trickery with 
Labor brokers, an occupation for which hens 
better fitted than building canals or devising 
engineers’ statistics. 

The main purpose of Prendergast’s speech 
was to arouse the jealousy of the Board of 
Trade directors by trying to make it appear 
that the Government engineers are com- 
mitted to a scheme for connecting the navi-

THE NEW WEST SIDE CABLE ORDINANCE. 

Mr. Yerkes is no doubt better pleased with 
the new cabie ordinance agreed on by the 
Streets and Alleys Committee of the West 

‘Division than with the old ordinance passed 

four or five weeks ago by the Council and 
afterwards reconsidered by that body on the 
advice and under the direction of that emi- 
nent municipal reformer, Ald. Cullerton. In 
the new ordinance ar indefinit provision for 
atunnel under the river is substituted for 
the section of the old one for paving the 
cabled streets from curb to curb. The tun- 
nel project is a favorit one with Yerkes. He 
may need one to accommodate the traffic of 
his lines, and it will be convenient for him to 
have a franchise for its construction in five 
years at any place he may determine be- 
tween Lake and Twelfth streets. It can 
hardly be pretended that the tunnel is pro- 
posed for the accommodation of the public. 
If it is constructed at all it will beto facil- 
itate the business of the street-car syndicate 
and to increase its profits, Ald. Badenoch 
at the meeting of the committee said he 
had been informed that Mr. Yerkes is anx- 
ious to build a new tunnel and has plans al- 
ready prepared for one. They requme an- 

other tunnel before they can do the business 
of the West Sicc“ 

This tells the story. An attempt is made 
to have it appear that the tunnel provision is 
in the nature of a burden onthe street-car 
company. It is nothing of the kind. Yerkes 
himself was the first to suggest this proposi- 
tion. The Aldermen ought not to be victim- 
ized by this trick. They should insist 
on the restoration of the provision 
for paving the streets from curb to curb. It 
is not necessary to go over the arguments on 
this point again in these columns. The state- 
ment made by Mayor Roche on the subject 
last July is so pertinent that it may be re- 
produced tor the benefit of the doubting 
Aldermen. He said: 

It has been the experience of the Department 
of Public Works that however well intentioned 
corporations may be, and irrespective of the 
bonds given, it is impossible to tear up a street, 
restore the pavement, and put the roadway into 
its original condition. Wen a railway corporda- 
tion authorized to occupy tmproved streets ut 
shoula be upon condition that where tracks are laid 
on such streets the roadway must be paved from 
curb to curb, interseclions included, at the expense 
of the company using. the streets. 

The Mayor has also said in reference to the 
ordinances of this character that if they are 
passed without such proper provisions 
“there will be no other opportunity to in- 
corporate them in a municipal ordinance for 
a long time to come. The Council should 
stick to the paving-from-curb-to-curb sec- 
tion, and at the same time should be careful 


in reference to the tunnel section.

boilers. The result of this contrivance on the

EUROPE WOULD HAVE TO HUSTLE. 


A slight criticism of Judge Edmunds’ sec- 
ond proposition will expose its fallacious and 
con ctory reasoning. See what it in- 
volves: First, it would be necessary for all 
the manufacturing interests of the various 
European countries to unite inageneral trust 
conspiracy against the consumers of the 
United States; and, second, to put up their 
prices pari passu with the reduction of 
American duties on their s. Third, in 
order to do this they would be obliged to ad- 
vance the price of their gcods and wares on 
their own people to the same extent and on 
each other as international customers; ‘and, 
fourth, on ali other foreign markets of the 
world the advance in prices would have to be 
the same as on us, because, if they raised on 
us alone and sold to other nations at cheaper 
or at former prices, our merchants would 
purchase at those ports where the trust con- 
spirators continued to sell cheaply. . 

All of this shows the utter absurdity of 
Judge Edmunds’ contention that a reduction 
of American duties on imported manufact- 
ures would cause foreign producers to make 
an exception of this country and attempt to 
charge us an advance of price equal to the 
reduction of the tariff on such s. Noth- 
ing of the sort could possibly happen for the 
reasons adduced, but even if it did, as we 
have before remarked, cannot Judge Ed- 
munds, or at least the readers of his article, 
perceive that it wholly defeats his other fa- 
vorit contention of the destructive effect of 
any reduction of duties on American manu- 
factures? Because if the foreign rg 
shipped to this country are raised 1n price as 
fast as the American duties are reduced our 
manufacturers could still sell their products 
in as high a market and get as large — 
therefor as before the duties were uced. 
Mr. Edmunds must accept one or the other 
norn of this dilema.

When those labor disputes occur we have no 
such results following as Judge Edmunds 
predicts in case of a reduction of tariff taxes 
on the pudlic. The factories are not per- 
manently closed. and workmen never think 


of going to farming or woiling as la- 


borers on farms. It is the last place 
they would go to. There is nothing more re- 
pugnant to the working classes of the cities 
than the semi-solitude of cultural life, 
with its deprivations, and hardshi and 
long hours of exposed toil, and lack of amuse- 
ments and other ners of urban exist- 
ence, and wretched pay for hard work. 
Even if the whole tariff were abolished the 
— of city workmen, under absolute free 
trade, would still be much higher than the 
present wages and earnings of those follow- 
ing agriculture for a living. And the reason 
is that the farmers only receive free-trade 
prices and wages for their labor. They are 
all free-traders on compulsion—selling their 
products for free-trade prices, less the heavy 
cost of transportation and middlemen’s com- 
missions. The currentof population is never 
out of the cities into the rural districts, but 
always in the opposit direction; The con- 
stant tendency is for farmers’ sons and 
daughters to leave the homesteads and make 
for the cities. Judge Edmunds knows 
eno: igh to know this, and probably does, but 
it did not suit his argument to confess it, and 
consequently he reiterated the old gag of 
a rush of the workmen out of the cities into 
the country to go a-farming in the event that 
they did not obtain the same nominal wages 
under a reduced tariff they had been accus- 
tomed to receive under a higher one. 

To whatever extent nominal wages might 
decline under any reduced tariff they would 
still be much higher than are paid to farm 
hands at present and are likely to be in the 
future, and much higher than could possibly 
be obtained by the same laborersif they 
migrated from the cities into the rural dis- 
tricts. Their condition would be far easier 
and their compensation far higher than the 
farmers receive. Besides, the city workman 
would have this compensation, that every 
manufactured thing would be corresponding- 
ly cheaper, including rents. The purchasing 
power of their wages would be enhanced in 
—— as the tariff was reduced. A 

ollar would go as far in supporting the fam- 
ily of a workman in the city then as a dollar 
and a quarter or a half now, so that at the 
end of the vear, counting wages by the pur- 
chasing power of the money received, the 
workmen would find that the boasted “ pro- 
tection”? which he is receiving from high 
war tariff is more imiginary than real. 

FACTS NOT MENTIONED BY EDMUNDS. 

If Senator Edmunds had any facts of rec- 
ord from American experience to cite in be- 
half of his contention that a reduction of the 
tariff to correspond with the unnecessary 
surplus revenue would cause the ruin and 
desolation that he pictures he should have 
ep N them. It was his bounden duty to 

0 1 

As I read the past history of American 
tariff changes I find the precedents are all 

nsthim. When the Polk tariff of 1846, 
which materially reduced the Clay protect- 
ive tariff of 1842, was enacted the European 
manufacturers did not advance the price of 
their goods sold to this country, and there- 
fore did not prevent American consumers 
from getting cheaper goods; the consumers 
largely gained by that tariff reduction; nor 
is it true the effect thereof wasto inundate 
this country with foreign goods or to close up 
and ruin American manufactories. The 
year before the reduction (1845) the imports 
of merchandise were 8113, 184,322, and the 
year of the reduction (1846) $117,914,065, and 
the year after the reduction (1547) $122,424,- 
319, which was not a greater increase than 
that of the Population and neral develop- 
ment during the same period of time. 

Eleven years later (1857), the Republicans 
being in control of the House of RKepre- 
sentatives, found a surplus revenue of 
some 20 millions a year, and they 
disposed of it by cutting down the Dem- 

ic tariff of 1846 to a Se gy 
it to average Only about 19 per cen 
and materially extending the free list. Then 
was the time, if ever, for the foreign manu- 
facturers to act, as Judge Edmunds says they 
always do; but they did not take advantage 
of the repeal of one-third of the duties to 
raise the prices of their goods in the slight- 
est degree, and the American consumers 
gained the full benefit of the reduction in 
cheaper imported and domestic merchandise; 
nor was the country flooded with foreign 
goods; nor did the manufactories close up or 
discharge their hands, or force them into 
farming. Not one of the evils which Senator 
Edmunds predicts came to pass. There was 
no increase of importations beyond the 
normal requirements of the growing country. 
and the manufacturers were not “ ruined,” 
but accommodated themselves to the great 
reductions of the tariff made by the Repub- 
licans and went right about their business of 
making money. At no time before or since 
then did the exportation of manufactures ex- 
tend and grow so fast as during the period of 
that low tariff. 

Judge Edmunds’ Senatorial colleague, then 
a member of the House, bore public testi- 
mony to the fact that the year 1860—three 
years after that low tariff for revenue went 
into effect—was, all things considered, the 
most prosperous vear within his recollection, 
or words to that effect. 

But perhaps Senator Edmunds may attrib- 
ute the brief panic of 1857-58 (caused by 
overspeculation, weak banks, scarcity of 
specie, and adverse balance of trade) to that 
reduction of the tariff. If he does he will 
also have to attribute the terrible and long- 
protracted panic of 1873-79 to the repeal of 
the tea and coffee tax in 1872 and the placing 
of Nova Scotia fish on the free list by the 
treaty of 1871. One thing is certain, how- 
ever: that the altitudinous tariff in force in 
1873 did not prevent the happening of the 
most disastrous panic in American history, 
and it did nothing to shorten its duration or 
mitigate its severity. Bad times are not 
changed into good by maintaining high taxes 
and bounties at the expense of the non-pro- 
tected masses. 

Four years Congress, under the influ- 
ence of President Arthur, was en in 
revising and reducing the war tariff, and 
Senator Edmunds then as now was actively 
employed in opposing and obstructing the 
proposed reductions and uttering dismal 
croakings about the fearful evils that would 
befall the country if those sacred war duties 
were touched; then, as now, he urged Con- 
gress to put the knife into the tobacco and 
whisky taxes and cut them off, but to spare 
the high bounty duties on the necessaries of 
life—all in the interests of the r working- 
men. Give them a chance to improve their 
health and morals by getting drunk cheaply, 
but keep up the war taxes on their clotiiing, 
bedding, implements, shoes, and furniture— 
for their “ protection.” But,in spite of his 
hostility and that of other Senatorial agents of 
protected monopoly, the sacred duties were 
reduced 6 or 7 per centon the aver (and 
would have been 20 or 2 but for the 
Senator’s Democratic allies), and none of the 
predicted ruin overtook the country; there 
was no increase of imported merchandise; 
the foreign manufacturers did not advance 
their prices to correspond with the reduc- 
tions of the tariff, and the American con- 
sumers obtained all the reauctions of prices 
which the small abatement of tariff duties 
would afford. 

Thus each and all of Senator Edmunds’ 
arguments and predicuons have been re- 
futed and falsified by experience. There re- 
mains no reason or purpose that can be 
truthfully alleged for retaining 120 millions 
of surplus war duties on consumers except 
that they are required to protect trust 
monopolies against - competition while 
the trusts are engaged in limiting and 
cornering production, pushing up prices on 
the public, and cutting down the wages of 
their imported foreign workmen to the 
pauper standard.

APPROVE OF HIS PLAN. | : 


Five of the Government's Appointees Think 
that It Had Better Lose the Whole 
Debt than Undertake to Punish the Cor- 


porations—They Believe Congress Should 
Act at Once Upon the Extension Plan— 
The Government Should Hold a Mort- 


gage. mM 

Wasurneorton, D. C., Feb. 8.—The following 
is the full text of the annual report of the 
Government Directors of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company, just received by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior: ES 

“Sir: The Government Directors of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company have recog- 
nized their duties to be two-fold: First, to 
keep watch over and examine the conduct of 
the business of the company, that the inter- 
ests of the Government might at all times be 
carefully protected; second, to make to the 
Secretary of the Interior such com- 
munication as might be thin the 
province of duties  devolyed upon 
them. In their annual reports for several 
years past they have earnestly recommend- 
ed, first, that the Government should adopt 
some course which would effect a definit set- 
tlement of the subsidy debt of this company 
on a basis of greater security to itself, and 
which should be withiR the ability of the 
company to meet; and sécond, that when the 
settlement should be made the present rela- 
tions of the Governmentto the current man- 
agement of the property should cease. 

“In their last two reports the Government 
directors have specifically recommended the 
refunding of the debt and its extension 
through a period of years of sufficient 
length to admit of its final extinguishment 
by the company, and the exchange of the 
present security, which is inadequate’ and 
might easily prove valueless on the effort to 
enforce payment, for a security covering all 
the unincumbered assets and all the equities 
of the company. and which would give the 
Government, in case of torfeiture, not some 
helpless pieces of railroad, but a completed 
and profitable system. 

This had come to be the unanimous view 
of every one connected with the Government 
who had officially considered the subject, and 
all had arrived at this same point by inde- 

ndent inquiry. Similar recommendations 

ave been made by the present Commission- 
er of Railroads and by his predecessor. The 
reports of this board had the warm indorse- 
ment of the Secretary of the Interior last 
year. Bills embracing the same plan have 
several times been reported favorably after 
the most deliberate consideration by botn 
Houses of Congress. These general views 
have now in a decisive manner been adopted, 
enlarged, and strengthened, by the able ana 
exhaustive report of the commission ap- 
er under the act of Congress of March 

fe 


It now seems to the Government direct- | 


ors that there can be no longer any reasona- 
ble doubt as to the interest and duty of the 
Government toward the Union Pacific Rail- 
road, and they beg to express the earnest 
hope that no further delay will occur in pass- 
ing such a settlement through Congress. 
We cannot too strongly urge the at harm 
which delay is doing both to the Union Pa- 
cific and to the security of ‘the Government 
debt. Every consideration which we can be- 
lieve is pertinent to this suljject urges its im- 
mediate settlement. 

The plan presented by the report of the 
commission contains some new features, 
which strike the Gove nt Directors of 
the Union Pacific Railway Company favora- 
bly and to which they will Hriefly call atten- 


tion. The r n of A to 80 
cure bonds to given by the company is 
fully indorsed. Heretofore the lien of the 
Government has been purely statutory and 
its enforcement has been subject to all the 
difficulties, uncertainties, and inconven- 
iences inseparable to liens of that 
character. It is for various reasons 
set out in the commission’s report desirable 
that there should be an acknowledgment in 
writing in the usual form by the company of 
its indebtedness to the Government, thus 
plac:ng the mortgagee in the same position 
as regards the reinforcement of its rights in 
a court of justice as mortgagees generailyv oc- 
cupy. There would be an advantage, also, in 
that feature of the plan which permits the 
aebtor company to redeem its bonds in 
Whole or in part 80 long as 
they remain in the pcssession and 
under control of the United States. 
The provision of the commission’s plan 
which makes it possible, at the option of the 
Government, to take some action against 
those persons who may have tampered with 
the property of the road, and thus dimin- 
ished the security of the Government, is em- 
inently proper. To what extent any effort to 
have justice done after so long a period may 
be effectual the board will not attempt to 
discuss. This question 1s one of importance, 
and should be left for decision to the legal 
adviser of the Government if the time shall 
arrive when it may be placed before him. 

To leave the company free to attend to its 
own business, and asa part of this plan to abol- 
ish the office of Government Director, and to 
make the Governmentin all respects an or- 
dinary mortgage creditor, and the company 
an ordinary debtor, so long as the provisions 
of the act are carried out, meets with the ap- 
proval of the board, and has been a promi- 
nent object in the plans hitherto recommena- 
ed. With the security made practicable and 
greatly increased, with the gradual reduc- 
tion of the debt, and with tne provision for 
foreclosure constantly ready to act, the Gov- 
ernment can well afford to let the stockhold- 
ers conduct the affairs of the property as 
other railroads are conducted, and espe- 
cially in view of the notorious fact that its 
present relationship! to the Government 1s 
——e short of mischievous and destruct- 

ve. 

„The Government directors do not pro- 
pose to discuss at any length the plan sub- 
mitted by the minority report of the commis- 
sion, the objective point of which is not so 
much the recovery of the money due to the 
Government as the puvishment of those who 
are mip St we to be guilty of having unlaw- 
fully diverted the property of the company. 
Our business is with the Union Pacific Rail- 
way alone, and as that company wishes to 

y its debt to the Government and as we 

oresee that the debt can secured and 
collected, our interest lies with our duty 
in confining ourselves to the business con- 
siderations that are involved. If, however, 
the Government directors are at liberty to 
express any opinion as to the desirability of 


the course recommended by the minority re- 


port they do not hesitate to say they would 
view its adoption with deep regret. Indeed, 
if this were the only alternative it would in 
our judgment be better for the Government 
to lose every dollar of its debt and execute a 
release to the company. 

“It is respectfully submitted that, what- 
ever may have been the wrongs done by in- 
dividuals in their dealings with the Union 
Pacific, such wrongs should be atoned for 
by those individuals themselves and by them 
only. To punish and destroy the corporation 
because some time in the pastit may have 
been despoiied by those who. were bound in 
law and in conscience to protect it does not 
avpear to be a logical method of enforcing 
justice, nor such a conception of justice as 
would increase the respect of the people for 
the law of the land. 

% The Government directors deem it unnec- 
essary for them to enter into a detailed ac- 
count of the operations of this road during 
the last year, the reason being that the Act of 
Congress of March 3, 1887, vests the commis- 
sion with the power and makes it its duty to 
examine thoroughly and report upon the 
financial and executive administrations of 
the Union Pacific Railway Company; and the 
commission having thoroughly done this its 
report gives ali the information necessary.

DEATH OF TOM ELLIS. 


The Editor of the Birmingham “Hornet” 
Succumbs to His Injuries. 

BrrmineuaM, Ala., Feb. 8.—Tom Ellis, pro- 
prletor of the Hornet, who was shot Saturday 
night by Detective Sullivan, died yesterduy. 
How he lived so long after being shot is a 
mystery even to physicians. His pulse ceased 
to beat thirteen hours before he died, and 
three hours before he stopped breathing his 
limbs were cold and rigid. The preliminary 
trial of Sullivan will be held Thursday. Last 
night W. W. Moore, business manager of the 
Hornet, announced his intention of shooting 
Sullivan on sight, He was iocked up by the 
police, but was released on bail today. 

About two years ago Ellis shot and killed 
a woman, for which he was sent to the in- 
sane asylum. Subsequently he swore out a 
writ of habeas corpus for himself, and made 
a brilliant speech before the Judge. He was 
adjudged not insane, and was soon back in 
Birmingham, again publishing the Hornet. 
He said he had reformed, and his paper was 
tolerably decent for awhile. It gradually 
grew worse, however. Ellis’ next move was 
to shoot Detective Scarborough, formerly of 
the Atlanta police. This was about three 
weeks , 

— was employed by Detective 
Sullivan, and after this shooting Sullivan be- 
gan to talk about Ellis in no very compli- 
mentary way. Saturday a week ago the 
Hornet contained an attack upon Sullivan, in 
which the detective was likened to “a pet 
monkey that is a thousand miles away from 
home and has lost its bearings,” and de- 
nounced as a veritable octopus, an ulcer 
tungus on humanity, an itinerant Chinese 
stink-ball. This resulted in the shooting.

ENIGMATICAL | BISMARCK. 


THE DANGER IN BULGARIA WAS NOT 
DISCUSSED IN THE SPEECH. 


A Question as to How Far Austria's Re- 
sistance to Russia in That Quarter Might 
De Considered Defensive—His Warning 
to All Europe—Germany Ia Stronger 
than Any One Nation—Should She Take 
Arms It Will Be a People’s War. 
Nea York Tribune Cable.} 

Loxpox, Feb. 7.—“‘ Eminently reassuring,” 
“thoroughly pacific,” such are the phrases 
in which a portion of the English press de- 
note their appreciation of Prince Bismarck’s 
speech. All the more thoughtful journals, 
however, are as much impressed by his re- 
serve on essential points as by his outspoken- 
ness on others. Bulgaria is the spot where 
the European ice is thinnest.- Prince Bis- 
marck clearly considers it too thin to bear his 
weight. He has said what he thinks is likely 
to happen in every quarter of the Continent 
where danger of hostilities is most re- 


mote. ‘He hardly refers to Bulgaria, where 


the peace of Europe is hourly threatened. 
Russia is likely to attack Austria in Galicia. 
She may at any moment turn the heads of 
her columns toward the Balkans. All de- 


pends on the caprice of one irritaple man, 


whose temper is already sorely tried. The 
Chancellor refers to the coming crisis on the 
Eastern question, which he hopes may be 
postponed for twenty years. Does he believe 
that Russia will leave Bulgaria alone for 
twenty years? If Austria makes common 
cause with Bulgaria, will Austrian resistance 
to Russian aggression in the Balkans be 
deemed so far defensive as to bring the 
treaty provisions into force, and will Ger- 
many take the field? These and many other 
questions are asked here by students of 
Prince Bismarck’s sentences. 

The opinion among men ‘generally best in- 
formed is that asecret understanding with 
reference to Bulgaria exists certainly between 
Austria and Germany and perhaps between 
Austria and Russia. I believe in the former, 
not in the latter. No man has yet suggested 
how Russian pretensions can be reconciled 
with Austrian interests. Prince Bismarck, 
who might have told us everything, has on 
this burning question taken refuge in silence. 
This it is which makes his speech enigmati- 
cal. Nothing could be more plausible, 
nothing more frank, than what the Chancel- 
lor says on other vital questions. He soothes 
Russian susceptibility by repeated profes- 
sions of faith in the good faith 
of Emperor Alexander. He justifies 
even that menacing movement of Kuss 
troops to her western frontier... He 
clearly thinks her withiu her mght in taking 
a position to make her wishes felt at the out- 
set of the next Eastern crisis. He does not 
believe that Russia means to attack Ger- 
many. He still maintains that Germany’s 
interest in the Eastern question is secondary, 
but omits to explain in what contingencies it 
might become primary. He has a polite word 
for the new nch President, though in 
what he says of France contemptuous dislike 
pierces through his diplomatic civility of 
tries to make it clear that the 
publication of tthe treaty last Saturday 
cannot be deemed an ultimatum to Russia, 
because the treaty had long before been made 
known to Russia. Yes; but to proclaim it 
to the world is to summon Russia to keep the 
peace and to call the world to witness that if 
she breaks it she breaks it wantonly.

He tells France that her hatred is nothing, 
that nations do not go to war from hatre.. If 
they did she, who hates all her nei —— 
would be at war with all. He tells Russia 
her hatredhas been artificially tomented and 
he hopes it will disappear and guod will to 
Germany revive. But if not, we do not 
run after anybody.“ Germanv, he is con- 
vinced, is stronger than any single Power.
